3îe ]|stt>ned wltJj EcepUdsm to what- 
ever hp hoard and wrote it down; he 
'.so had .1 phmonicnal' memory. 

Many DigrMsions 
Hls. lhemo 5s tho victory of the 
Greeks who drove tho Tcralans out ot 
the Mcditcrraneafl world. But digres- 
sions .besides tho Greeks, are «i 
feature of his Ulstor>-. Tho Grecian 
■\Vnr lasted 20 years; tho history coin- 
lulled by Herodotus about this period 
if one of the niaoterp>ccs of Greek 
Art, thoub'ht the speaker. 

The four centuries after SOO Jî.C. 
may be said to "lirlonj; to the 
Oreeks"; their drvcloiimonl is the 
f>um of human .Tclilcvcmenls in this 
Ion?: period. Knowledge of this period 
Herodotus makos by far tho tp-eatest 
hinglo contribution ot all Creek 

author*. . . : .

Traveller and Trader 

Ho was bom about 4S4 B.C., and 
lived 54 ytai-s. JIc was a great travcl- 
3fr and trader, going as f.ir west ns 
]laly, as far cast as IJabylon, a g^ood 
distajicc tjp tho Nile, Into Syria and 
2'hoenlc!a, Asia llinor, the lîlatk ."3ca 
iind up several of the r.usslan rivers. 
But trade was not l.l.s only interest, 
;ior even the dynasties and lyslems of 
ihe past, though he wrote much about 
Jthem. 

His bent was humanistic: he was 
Interested in the lieirv of man. He 
was a ratrlot. a lovor of freedom and 
i\. inoralifi'.. Vt t lie was interested In 
Ills enemies, in tra.:lors and sinners, 
and' described all three very, engag- 
diigl.v. This in fact, !s tlie charm of 
Herodotus: he reveals his own cliar- 
ncter r.nd icvxal.s all men to them- 
tielvcs; and lie docs so by a subtle 
and all-pervasive humor. 

JJis affection is never y.ealous; his 
hatred never degenerates to bitter- 
ness; :inii li's iJle'.y bcroriios 
fujiatica!. Jlc may bo callitij au initient 
thcologan. JIo knew only 'Jiucli; lie

Tho parents 
ot JMadelctno de Vei*chcrcs, who held 
tho Indians at bay until help arrived, 
wero in,n.rricd in this church. An In-

Need of such tin .establishment hns 
ben felt. for s-rs timc; - Stastlcs 
show that nioro than .n; per cent, of 
p.at:ents in all hospitals are thpr» 
for nervous and mental . disordois; 
and that tho number of patients in 
nervous nnd mental hospitals exceeds 
that in. general hospitals by more 
tha'n'lS per cent. 

Purposes of Clinic. 

Us functions are thrccfoid. As a 
leaching and general educational 
tentre efforts are being madî to give 
to professional and lay pcopio a liot- 
ter understanding of behavior «nd 
the prino'ples ot mental health. As 
a clinic centre it offers a practical 
.service to parent.-), teachers, nnd 
physicians. Jis a research centre 1' 
seeks to di.scover the principles un- 
derlying mental health, especially 'n 
relation- to delinquent behavior ar.*l 
social failure. 

Only Ono of Kind 

Says ll)r. Mitchell:— "Prevention In 
this field ot behavior may be otfcc- 
tlve only If we are able to deal with 
tho simple beginnings which lead to 
these more serious results. This In- 
.stitilte Is iinliiup. since It is the or. y 
Meiilul Jlygleiie irain'ng ccn';"> of 
its kind in Canada."

.Maintaining that lilghtccnth Cen- 
tury Literature can not bo despised 
for Us dryne».=; it tiio thought under- 
lying It Is understood, Kdmund Col- 
lard, third year honor student, ad- 
dressed tho Knglish Literature So- 
ciety yesterday afternoon. Siieakinif 
on "Tho Uryneso. CoarsoneM, .and 
Ulttcrness ot Augustan Poetry", ho 
jiiowed^ liow those three attributes' 
arose naturally from their ideas anjl 
mode ot lite. 

Tho term "Augiutan Poetry" has 
been used In different connections, 
but tiio speaker defined 1: as that 
poetry characteristic ot tho Eigh- 
teenth Century, as written by Dry- 
den the Pope. The limin ot this per- 
iod aro not ea.Tily determined. Dry- 
den's works belong to It, and it la 
evident until forty years after the 
death ot tho Pope, steadily declining 
from then on. T.-aeeu of their id.?aH 
are to be found now In contemporar- 
ies. 

"The Augustan w\go had a real 
gusto," said Collard. while pointing 
out that it U not a modem tendency 
to bcliitic iliat era. It i.^ a Iieroic asc, 
ho claimed, and will well repay th« 
effort of study.

In 
the .\ugustan era, however, views 
were different. Thus Urydcn refers to 
Sliafteshury's son ar. "a .shapeless 
lump" and Popo epeaks ot Addison, 
usually considered as a perfect gentle- 
man, as ono "willing to wound, but 
fearful to strike" and "a timorous 
foe and treacherous friend".

jnpHE story of the man wlio objected lo 
J- calendar reform because it would 
mean just another book-of-the-month iUus- 
^trates a revolt, which is not uncommon, 
against the frequent present-day attempts 
to spoon-feed the public taste. The fact 
that book-of-thc-nionth clubs exist is prima 
facie evidence that a certain section of the 
'^public at least, because perhaps of pres- 
sure of time or for other rca.son.«, is will- 
ing to have its literary tastes dictated or 
(guided to some extent. We would like to 
feel that college students are among those 
who like to choose tlieir own reading mat- 
ter without reference to the benevolent 
literary despots. 

The five foot shelf of book.*, is an older 
;idea than the book-of-the-month club, and 
also fulfils an apparent need for many 
peojjle. It is .said that the late Dr. Elliot 
'<£)f .Harvard made his personal sselecrion of 
the contents of such a bookshelf, not with 
any dictatorial attitude, and that it was in 
ainoment of weakness that he consented to 
lend his name to the publication of the vol- 
umes in a uniform set. No doubt many peo- 
ple liavc dt'i'ivrd benefit from the guid- 
ance of bucji recommendaiions. but for a 
student, especially one in a liberal arts 
course, the recourse (to the works of any 
one set of books- merely because they are 
in a set seems to exemplify a sort of intel- 
lectual laziness. 

.What is true for the field of literaturé 
is applicable to some extent at least to tra- 
vel. The parallel of the recommended read- 
ing course is the conducted tour, which no 
doubt has «t least one merit claimed for it, 
i.hzt it enables one to cover a given route 
more cheaply than on a private trip. But 
once again we feel that it is not for the 
college student who has any regard for 
Jiis own intelligence and ta.sles. At the risk 
jof seeing less country, he .sliould content 
liimself ■\^'ith seeing what he is i-eally in- 
terested in. and at the rate of speed which 
best suits Jiis inclinations. 

Subterfuges for keeping the expenses 
^1 arc not lacking. Covei'ing over a 
thousand niiles of roads and seeing the 
"features of the countiy in Avhich he Avas 
most interested was the summer's accom- 
jjlishniont of one man on tlio (•amicus last 
year. Going to a job at .some di.stant point, 
>yhere an adequate acquaintance with at 
l^st that .section may be obtained is the 
practice of other students. Many of them 
ijiight bs glad of the opportunity of join- 
ing an all-expense tour, but we should 
lijope that they would regard it rather in 
the nature of an introduction than as hav- 
ing enabled tlieni to "do Europe."

Henry Ford, who a 
score of years aso said ho would not give .a nlcUfl 
tor art, ha« so f.v changed his mind that lie has 
put art into his cars to-day which are all the 
colours of- the rainbov.-. All of this shows that 
fashions are changing in most things, and we may 
safely say that they are changrlns in real estate 
oJso. 

Years ago, for Instance, it was fashionable to 
build houses in terraces, .-ill joined together side 
by side. Itbws of houses like this nro still seen on 
our best streets, viz: Sherbrooke, Pine Avenue, 
Chcrricr, etc., but noihin.<i of thaç-sort is 'bejns 
bulït lo-day. 7'ho fashion is detached o.- .semi- 
detached, both in high and Iw priced cotioges. 
This type of building allows of better natural light- 
ing and nior« air. On the other hand,_ there Is a. 
growing tendency to favor the skyscraper typo of 
buiioins for commercLal and office purposes, and 
i this in itself has created an entirely new fashion 
in arci.ilccture, as it concerns a class of building 
which never existed before, or at least, not since 
the Pyramids went out of style. 

L>»cat fashion bos taken the swini; nciilnst 
Ions rows of tenement buildings with spidery out- 
side stairs, and it iook.s aw ;f tiicy would .soon ccsko 
to be, as they .arc now prolilliiled in some of the 
wards of the city. 

On the other hand, fashion trend in tenement 
and flat buildings is toward the semi-detached 
typo of structure, with automobile driveway be- 
tween each two blocks, the whole constructed on 
sanitary lines so as to give the maximum of light 
and ventilation. 

The' fashion of tlie "iligh garden wall" is also 
practically gone, and for the good of all concerned. 
The public at large can Jiow enjoy the sight of 
the flowers and verdUro grown in anyonea garden, 
and the beauty of city streets will gain conslder- 
;i')iy. Our religious in.stitutions are to bo ( Oiniiicn'I- 
cd tor «j>cning up tlieir grounds to public view. 

The modo in gasoline stations has changed. A 
few years ago a station was a most unsightly 
thing; nowadays the public drive past a, gasoline 
station that is artistic, convenient and well laid 
out us well as efficient, and the companies vie 
with oach other a.s to w'.tu lan develop the neatest 
looking corner. The municipal authorities, instead 
of l>eing doubtful of them, are beginning to look 
favourably on gasoline 3tation8, on account of the 
brilliant lighting at night and open space they 
create. The Immcdiato neighbours appear to pre- 
fer them to: the corner shop with back yard filled 
with packing cases and other junk. 

These changing styles in property are creating 
better values, and are tendjng to make cities more 
Interesting to visitors. They arc also lending to 
create a better atmosphere, and • one in which it 
it casior to work. It is the trend of the times, to- 
ward originality and individuality, showing ItBOlf 
in builoin,=; and property jjiattors, as in all other 
walks of life, and its effect o;i th.o rjalty business 
is good as it tends to improve a'ppëarancca and 
therefore to enhance values which means more 
money for the owners and higher revenues for the 
city.

Hero- 
dotus produced a inastcrpiece of eth- 
nological and geographical survey of 
Southern Ru.ssia: ' ho mentioned tho 
himt'ns' and y.avo details vt tho 
steppes, navigability of tho vlvcis, 
languugo difficulties, and c.vlreiiies of 
UuEslau climate. Ho noted ilio Jiotigol 
aspect of tho ISastorn tribes.

Although llio policies of Ccniral 
Hanks may, under certain conditions 
excrl gre.ilcr Influcncq upon prices 
tli.iii .s' arclty or hurplua ot t;o'd, yet 
tiold ia 11)0 l.uiio of llio •;\orld's pre- 
sent monetary system and tlicro arc 
a iiunibcr of ^iuropean economist .< 
who x'roclalm that the world's gold 
resources arc inadequate to mainlttin 
the present price levels, ^n examina 
tlon of prpscnt and potential tiip- 
plles seems to bo In order.
